Whiie Rockefel- 
ler, Carnegie and other rich men are 
giving of their means to various good 
causes they can now do great and Im- 
mediate good by donating Ice and prop- 
er food to the hungry and thirsty peo- 
ple of New York and other cities. Even 
a few thousand dollars to each city 
would alleviate the suffering to some 
extent and might result in the saving 
of many lives.
